counsel, Mr Dunne, angrily stopped 
him several times after he had

tempted to answer the questions put 
to him by Mr. McClanahan. The ex-

forth below gives expression to natural 
emotions of. patriotism and

which mark the Hawaiian character. 


The name of the organization finally 


adopted Is Aloha Alna. The name Ha- 
waiian Republican Society was discard- 
ed after carefuT consideration. While 
the organization -will have Influence In 
politics it is not an avowed political 
body, Its main object Is to aid Hawai- 
\afia. 
It will endeavor to see that -de- 


serving Hawaiians have profitable em- 
ployment It will encourage the native 
young men to enter the Industrial race 
with energy. 
If there are Hawaiians too poor to 


go to college, this society will endeavor 
to find means of sending them. Its by- 
laws will permit the society to enter 
upon any commercial business which 
may be deemed advisable. Those most 
active in its formation desire that the 
society mix as little as possible In 
politics, though they admit that politics 
cannot be excluded altogether. 
They 


have adopted the utterances of Wll- 
lam McKinley as their chief article of 
aith. 
The new Aloha Aina society is not a 


.esurrectlon of the old Aloha Aina 
which was swallowed up by the Home 
Rule political party. Tbe Hilo organiz- 
ation Is the parent of what all leading 
Hawaiians hope will be a network of 
ilmllar societies throughout the I/lands.

HILO, Nov. 22.—During: Superintend- 


ent Boyd's short stay In Hllo last week 
he did much toward paving the way 
for Improvements that are badly need- 
ed In Hllo.

river. Solid foundation was found aV

feet. 
This bridge will 


probably be forty feet wjde, and 120 
teet long, the driveway having a width 
of thirty-two feet, wtth sidewalks four 
feet wide on either side. The sum of 
$10,000 has been appropriated for tbe 
bridge. 
Messrs. Boyd and Campbell looked 


over Front street and the damage 
caused by the storm. They hardly ap- 
prove of making a permanent outlet 
for the Waiolama stream At the place 
where It broke"" banks. .They believe 
It -will be cheaper to perfect the canal 
to the Waiakea river. Already the 
surf has filled the original channel and 
the Waiolama Is girding Itself to mean- 
der toward the postofflce before enter- 
Ing the sea. They authorized A. B. 
Loebensteln to make surveys and plans 
to straighten the canal. These surveys 
will also determine whether It will he 
necessary to deepen the canal. It was 
discovered that Front street at the 
point of breakage Is one hand one-hall 
feet below the proper grade and tha; 
the material used In building the grade 
at that point was loose sand Instead of 
rock. 
The Hilo water works will be attend- 


ed to In the near future. The Superin- 
tendent of Public Works has decided 
to spend $16,000 on this public Improve 
ment at the earliest possible moment.

written by Justice Galbraith, concurred 
in by Perry and Judge Little, circuit

to a woman, who is not in destitute cir- 
cumstances. A concurrent opinion is 
written by Justice Perry In which he 
differs with the majority opinion only 
as to one or two minor questions. 


The pith of the ruling Is contained in 


the syllabus which reads as follows: 


Under Section 1943, Civil Laws, author- 


izing the Circuit Court, upon granting a 
•divorce for the adultery of the husband, 
*tc., to "make such further order or de- 
cree against the defendant, compelling 
him • • • to provide such suitable ar- 
lowance for the w«e, for her support as 
the court shall deem Just and reasona- 
6le>>, . »7*the court may make such 
allowance 'in gross. 


, 
The court has no power under this stat- 


ute to orde* a division of the husband s 
real estate and to vest title to a part 
thereof In the wife. 
A wife who owns in her own rightreai 


estate of the value of *3,500 or W.OOO is 
not In "destitute circumstances, as pro- 
vided in Section 1938, Civil Laws, and an 
allowance to her of temporary alimony 
cannot be sustained. 
This case was decided but a short 


time ago by Judge Gear. The evidence 
showed that the defendant was living, 
in open adultery with another woman 
and he was severely censured by the 
court. In the decree, allowing the di- 
vorce, and granting the wife half of 
the estate of her husband. 


The Supreme Court holds in its opin- 


ion that the fact "that libellee express- 
ed a willingness to pay alimony in land 
rather than money certainly 
cannot 


•estop him from contesting the power 
of the court to compel him to give one- 
half of his land." 
Kegarding the allowance of a lump 


sum as alimony the court says- "No 
good reason has been suggested nor 
does any appear to the court on its 
investigation why under Jbe terms of 
our statute the court could not make 
an allowance to the^ wife of a gross 
.sum as alimony or in lieu thereof."

HAWAII'S FOOD PISH. 


The U. S. Fish Commissioner has Juat 


Issued the elaborate reports of experts 
on the fishes in the waters of Porto 
Kico. What the Spanish <3overament 
failed to do in centuries. Prof. Barton 
W. Evermann, on behalf of the united 
States has done within one year. With 
the reports are forty-nine superb color- 


* «d engravings of the principal fish, done 


toy that unrivalled master ot the art of 
painting from marine life, Mr H. A 
Baldwin, who was recently In these 
Islands and prepared equally fine pic- 
tures of Hawaiian fish. These will ap- 
pear after the Albatross has finished 
her Investigations during the coming 
•months. 


Prof. Evermann's report on the fish 


•of Porto Rico illustrates the modifica- 
tion of animal llfe_and habits due to: 
the environment. There is only a nar- 
TOW shore line around the Island of 
Porto Rico; beyond it the sides are 
«teep, and rocky and without shelter 
•from the storms. 
Some of the fish, 


therefore, develope spines and hooks 
•with which they can fasten themselves 
to rocks and coral and the algae and 
•withstand the heavy seas. 


The inland rivers often swell into tor- 


rents an* endanger the lives of the 
fresh water fish. This constant danger 
has modified the habits of these fish 
ao that they burrow holes in the banks 
«nd retire within them during a freshet 


The report says that there is an 


abundance of edible fish in the waters 
of that Island, but the local markets 
«re Indifferently supplied and the prices 
of fish are high. It appears therefore 
that the Hawaiian Islands are not the 
only tropical possessions of America 
•Which have at present an abundant 
supply of fish food which la not avail- 
able. 


In this connection, we may refer to 


the report, lately issued, on the "Marine 
Resources of the British West Indies." 
From this much may be learned which 
should aid uq In developing our own flsh 
resources 
Regarding the resources of 


Cape Colon} this report says, "three 
or four years ago the fishing Industry 
•was In a primitive state, small boats 
and hand lines being used 
Today, as 


th.e results of Investigations, a vast en- 
terprise haa been built up and trawling 
Areas of over 
one thousand square 


miles have been discovered and are be- 
coming rapidly a source of food and 
•wealth "

cal countries have been carried on In 
the crudest wa> 
It Is only within a 


few years tha' intelligence and Inven- 
tion h*J been applied to the northern 
fisheries, with the result that flz\ food 
it extremely cheap in the temperate 
zones.

In the 
city of New York, of the French army 
in 1871, because he hated Germany' for 
despoiling his Fatherland, but did not 
leave as the Franco-German war end- 
ed; he pees Dana of the N. Y. Sun and 
is given a "quarter" for a m«al; Bleeps 
on door steps and under wagons; is 
glad to get old bread rolls and bones 
from the refuse of Delmonico's kitchen; 
la cold and hungry, sleeps In a Station 
House and is robbed of the locket which 
holds the picture of his girl who Is be- 
yond the ocean; does odd Jobs' for food, 
goes West and sells extension tables 
and falls In that business sells fiat 
Irons and Is a good "drummer;" Is al- 
ways learning the English language, 
and also saves a little money. Then 
he1 becomes a reporter on a Long Isl- 
and paper; leaves that occupation and 
U a book peddler; becomes a reporter 
for the N. Y. Uews Association. He is 
marvelously wide awake and restless in 
news gathering; he buys a small news- 
paper on credit arid is owner and editor i 
and soon pays off his debt, he becomes 
engaged to the girl he left behind him; 
instinctively he joins the 
Reformers, 


and believes in the "consecrated pen." 
He marries, and becomes the police re- 
porter of the N. Y. Tribune, and his 
life work begins. 
He has a restless 


energy and excels in gathering news. 
His office is near to Police Headquar- 
ters and he becomes a power by reason 
of his industry and thorough methods 
of investigation. Though only a re- 
[x>rter, he soon becomes a man with a 
trillion to Inform the world of the 
"misery that lies In It and he does so 
truthfully and bravely. He publishes 
a book, "How the Other Half Lives," and 
his mission 
becomes known to the 


best people of the city. These slowly 
gather around him, especially well bred 
women and wealthy men 
He begins 


a crusade fof little parks in the crowd- 
ed parts of the city, and in this Tam- 
many strikes at him. He holds up to 
execration the miserable, disease breed- 
ing tenement houses. He wins a vic- 
tory in the enactment of sanitary laws 
and publishes, "A Ten Years' War," In 
which he shows how light is let into 
the dark and filthy places, and the 
children of the poor are gladdened by 
a few flowers and a little green grass. 
He walks the streets at night with onfr 
Theodore Roosevelt and shows him the 
rottenness of the City government 
But he remains a newspaper reporter 
to the end. It Is his work, more than 
any other's, that evolves those vast 
structures in which the poor are decent- 
y housed.

PUBLIC LANDS. 


The statement of the public land* U 


one which will be read with more than 
passing interest by all who haye follOWj 
ed the^ discussion of the future of .thf 
Territory. The size of the public do- 
main is such that its .conservation be- 
comes a question of more than ordinary 
Importance and the officers In 'charge 
of the* land system are carefully con- 
sidering every step taken. 


The amount ot rentals seems,very 


small, but this must be taken with tn'e 
knowledge that many of the leases were 
made long ago, some of them perhaps 
being given to favored supporters of A 
monarch, and that when these leases 
come in again they will be subject to 
advances of from 100 to 1,000 per cent, 
if ever ttyey are re-leased. On the Whole 
the statement indicates that there must 
be exercised the most rigid control ot 
the lands, so that they may become the 
homes of the people. There Is not such 
a quantity of them that they may b& 
alienated 
without assurance that a 


home will spring upon each plot 
is papable of supporting a famjjy.' 


The statement on the whole will be1 


of service in showing the heatf ot^ttte" 
National land bureau what conditions 
are to be met here, and' at the saitte 
time to Indicate the necessity at mak- 
ing any legislation which may" be en- 
acted, of a special nature, so as to give 
ull protection 16 the Hawaiian people. 
The list of the leases on this Island 
which is included will choW that there 
s more government land here than IB 
thought by many people, and that Borne 
of It will be In the market very won.
